WAREHOUSE FIRE. AND PORT 
COMPLICATIONS. 


MANY PUZZLES. 
‘How the inguranee clause “ware- 
house to warehouse,” where fire 
was insured against, affected 
damage not by fire occurring at a 


||part where there wns o fire but 


no warehouse, was decided by 
Mr. Justice Roche, in the Commer- 
‘cial Court, in the case of Syming- 
ton & Co., 7, Royal Bank Place; 
Glasgow, againat the Union In- 
surance Society of Canton, Ltd.: 
The Judge found that the 
claimants had a good claim. The 
insurance company had insured 
goods from any port or place be- 
tween Bordeaux and Nice to the 
United Kingdom, with the ware- 
house clause, the clause “warrant- 
ed free of capture, seizure, 
arrest, restraint ar detain- 
ment,” and‘ .a clause. by’ 
‘which the insurers were to 
pay for any loss which «might 
“seasonably be attributed to fire.” 
'The action of the authorities in 
putting some of the' goods in the 
water to prevent them firing, and 
‘putting sea water on others with 
the same object, the Judge held

Supposing the “Christian Gen- 
eral” forcibly takes control of 
Peking and: Tientgin out of the 

ands of Yen Hsi-shan. Then, 
the Nationalists would be respon.

Yen Hsi-shan ‘is a tuchun, one 
of the most typical 6f the old 
school, Since the Revolution in 
1911, he has held Shansi against.

| Role of a Buffer State. 

When Wu Pol-fu and ‘Chang 
Tso-lin were allies and driving 
the “Christian General’ out of 
Peking less than three years age, ' 
Yon  Hai-shaht fought for the 
allies because he wanted to be on 
good terms with the side which 
he anticipated would secure con- 
trol of the North. But he would 
not go further. He did not want 
Chang ‘’so-lin to become too 
strong else his rule in Shansi 
might be hampered. As he ‘had 
done beforg, he took up the role 
of the ruler of the buffer state, 
maintaining peade both with: 
Chang Tso-lin-in Peking and the 
“Christian General" on the other.

“THE MYSTIC TWELVE. - 
[The Twelve Apostles” by Rendel 
Harris W. Heffer and Sons, 

Ltd,, Cambridge, 7/6.] 

Probably most readers remember 
the time when for a Sunday achool 
fask they had’ to learn off the 
names of the twelve Apostles. If 
thoy took any intereat in the mat- 
ter they would probably also re- 
collect how the Hst began well-but 
tailed off into uncertainty. and 
nebulousness, ‘both as to character 
and {dentification, towards the 
close, If any of them’had gone to 
the trouble of collating the various 
supposed. authoritative sources for 
these names he would have fou 
that’ there were difficulties in 
harmonising them, But such 6 
difficulty hardly arose in our Sun- 
day-school days, »Nor did we 
notice then the curious agreement 
between the number of the 
‘Apostles, the tribes of Israel, and 
the signs of the Zodiac. 

Dr. Rendel Harris in this learn- 
ed and ingenious book gives us all 
the possible theorles and. explana- 
tions in great detail. There can be 
few men living who have such a 
storchouse of knowledge’ and 
scholarship at their disposal or 
who can call it into requisition so 
ably. This study calls forth all 
his ingenuity and resourcefulness 
of suggestion, i . 

In. the New. Testament we have 
the lista of the twelve from the 
three Synoptic Gospels. All three’ 
evidently drew from one common 
source. But if. we set down these 
lists in three columns we will sce 
clearly the difficulty: — meaty
